Arrest.

30 Years Is Penalty.

“ When I was appointed secretary of 
state in January, 1913, I regarded a 
German-English rapprochement as de- 
sirable and an understanding on the 
points where our interests conflicted as 
attainable. At any rate, I desired to 
work in that direction. The main

Federal 
officiais say that had this law been in 
effect since the start of the war the 
I. W. W. and other agitators could 
have- been “put away” with remark- 
able ease. 

The federal grand jury will report 
tomorrow, and there is a possibility 
that an indictment or two may be re- 
turned under the law. A new grand 
jury will report Wednesday, and it is 
a certainty that this one will have the 
work of inticting under it.

Meant Austria’s Humiliation. 


“Tt ie not true that Russia ‘ yielded 
to us everywhere.’ On the contrary, 
she su rted the wishes of Serbia and 
a few cities and strips of land which 
are teristically Albanian. Rus- 
sia had no vital interests involved in 
the Adriatic, but our allies had. Had 
we followed the advice of Prince Lich- 
nowsky and looked upon the question 
from the Russian point of view, that 
would have been a source of humilia- 
tion to Austria and of weakening to 
our group. Prince Lichnowsky is al- 
ways anxious not to humiliate Russia, 
but to the humfiiiation of Austria he 
is indifferent. 

“ When Prince Lichnowsky says that 
our ‘Austrian sympathies’ were not 
favorable to ‘Russia’s interests in 
Asia’ it is not clear what he means. 
After the failure of her endeavor in 
eastern Asia (during the Russo-Jap- 
anese war we favored Russia without 
receiving any thanks for it), Russia re- 
sumed her European oriental policy 
(Balkans and Constantinople) with 
greater energy (Balkan alliance, Buch- 
lau, Iswolski, etc.). 


Supported King Carol. 


“Tt is true that Count Berchtold had 
certain inclinations for Bulgaria in the 
latter’s conflict with Roumania, but it 
is absolutely untrue that we codper- 
ated with him. It was with our sup 
port that King Carol obtained the sat- 
isfactory peace of Bucharest. The 
Austro-Hungarian cabinet had certain- 
ly not believed, as Prince Lichnowsky 
claims, that ‘Austria could count on 
our support in revising the treaty.’ 

“That Marquis San Giuliano had 
warned us already in the summer of 
1913 that we would become involved 


in a universal war for Austria, is en-/ 


tirely unknown to me. I know just as 
little that Herr von Tschirschky had 
declared in the spring of 1914 that 
there would soon be war. 
“In regard to the

just as little informed as he himself. 
Events like the English visit to Paris 
-—Sir Wdward Grey's first visit to the 
continent—would have been made 
known to the ambassador, and we 
gave information about the secret na- 
val treaty between England and Rus- 
sia, but he did not want to believe it.” 
| Calls Prince “ Ego-centric.” 

“ When Lichnowsky boasted 
that he succeeded in giving the 
colonial treaty a form corresponding 
to our wishes he must not be deprived 
of the credit; strong pressure, how- 
ever, would have been necessary in. 
order to make him support with more , 
emphasis our wishes. | 

“When Prince Lichnowsky says 
that he had received authorization to 
conclude the treaty after he had said 
before that ‘the treaty had failed 
therewith,’ there is a contradiction, 
the explanation of which we leave to 
the prince. Lichnowsky’s statement 
that we had refused the publication 
of the treaty because it would have} 
been an ‘open success’ for him is an 
unprecedented insinuation which can 
only be explained in the basis of an 
ego-centric view of things. 


Fear Criticism of England. 


“The treaty would have had no 
practical and moral success—one of 
its main aims was to create a friendly 
atmosphere between us and England 
-—had its publication been greeted by 
violent atacks against ‘ Perfidious Al- 
bion’ in our Anglophobian press and 
our parliament. This doubtless would 
have been caused by the contempora- 
neous publication of the so-called Wind- 
sor treaty. — 

“The cries raised against English 
treachery which the contrast between 
the text of the Windsor treaty and our 
treaty would no doubt have provoked 
would hardly have been hushed by the 
assurance of English bona fides. 
| “With justified precaution we in- 
tended to publish the text of the treaty 
at a favorable moment when criticism 
would not be so acute; if possible, to- 
gether with the Bagdad treaty, which 
was being concluded. The fact that 
between England and United States 
two great agreements had been con- 
cluded would have favored the accept- 
ance of the treaties and would have 
helped to pass over the mistake of the 
Portuguese treaty. It was our consid- 
eration for the effect of the treaty, 
which we hoped would improve and 
not darken our relations to England, 
that kept us back from publishing the 
treaty.”

Vegetables Going Down. : 
Small vegetables vary greatly every 
month, but are much cheaper than 
formerly. It is expected they will go 
to inusually low figures on account of 
the war gardens now being planted. 

Bread is ten per cent higher than 
one year ago, but small loaves were 
generally used when the lower figures 
prevailed. 

The advance in meats has been con- 
siderable. Ribs of beef that sold for 
18 cents a pound a year ago are now 
26 cents. Pork loins that were 27 cents 
are now 35. Bacon was 40 cents a 
pound and is now 52. Lambs were 24 
cents and are now 32. Hams were 27 
cents.and. are now 34. - Cheaper cuts 
of pork are being substituted for sides 
of Bacon. Butterine formerly cost 28 
cents and is now 32. Lard has gone 
from 26 to 29 cents. Hens that now 
sell at 32 cents were formerly 30. 

Cheese is a little lower. Brick cheese 
that now sells at 25 cents a pound 
formerly cost 28.

Management of New Ha- 
ven Sharply Criticized 
by I. €. Commission, 


: 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Spe 
clalL]—Two important acts affecting 
the railroads were made today. 

The interstate commerce commission 
allowed general increases to all New 
England railroads on freight and pas- 
senger rates. 

Director General McAdoo announced 
the consolidation of ticket offices in 
twenty eastern cities. Hereafter there 
will be but five offices in New York 
City. The saving in rental will amount 
to $856,000 a year. 

The interstate commerce commission 
specified a scale of class rates for the 
leading railroads and somewhat higher 
rates for the minor lines in New Eng- 
land. 


Fares to Be 2% Cents. 


One way passenger fares are to be 
2% cents instead of the present av- 
erage of 2% cents, and mileage may 
be sold “at the same rate per mile as 
one way tickets or, in the carrier’s dis- 
cretion, on a basis of one-tenth of a 
cent or one-eighth of a cent below the 
regular one way fares.” The roads’ 
application for ¢limination of twenty- 
five trip family tickets on a basis of 
2% cents a mile was granted. The 
commission also permitted increased 
zone fares on the Providence, Warren, 
and Bristol branch of the New York, 
New Haven, and Hartford. 

The ticket office consolidation af- 
fects the New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
Syracuse, Rochester, Wilmington, At- 
lantic City, Cleveland, Cincinnati, De- 
troit, Newark, Indianapolis, Toledo, 
Dayton, O.; Columbus, O.; Reading, Pa., 
and Williamsport, Pa. 


Wallops New Haven Managers. 

The commission allowed the in- 
creases to the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford reluctantly and criti- 
cized sharply the management of that 
road for its investments in other rail- 
roads within the last twelve years. 

“ Money thrown away,” said the com- 
mission’s report, “ dishonestly or with 
wanton recklessness, or foolishly lost 
enterprises is not 
money put to public use upon which 
the rate payers are bound in law and 
in conscience to make a return. 

“We do not overlook that under our 
present form of corporate manage- 
ment the great majority of the stock- 
holders in the New Haven enterprise 
were even more the victims of the 
mismanaging directors than were the 
patrons of the road. It is common 
knowledge that the directors of these 
great corporations are, in fact, select- 
ed by banking or other interests, in too 
many instances actuated by motives 
essentially adverse to the interests of 
the’ stockholders. 

. Predicts More Woe. 

“tintil this commission or some 
other governmental body with ade- 
quate power permanently controls the 
issue of carrier securities and, with- 
in reasonable limitations, the applica- 
tion of the proceeds thereof, stock- 
holders and other investors in carrier 
securities are certain from time to time 
to be subjected to such perils of mis- 
management and resultant losses a» 
have accrued to the stockholders of: 
the New Haven, the Rock Island, the 
Pere Marquette, the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton and others. We say 
this with reference to future condi- 
tions, not overlooking the adequate but 
temporary safeguards now obtaining 
under federal control. 

“The fate of the New Haven stock- 
holders is a hard one, but we have no 
alternative except to hold them chiefly 
responsible for losses which in con- 
templation of law, they brought upon 
themselves through their chosen 4di- 
rectors. We limit. our present conclu- 
sion to finding that under all the cir- 
cumstances of the New Haven case a 
reasonable return upon the carrier 
property investment shown upon its 
books may be justified.” 

The New Haven expects to receive 
from today’s decision increased passen- 
ger revenues of about $4,000,000 and in 
freight revenues about $1,865,000.

In Effect There Are Now or

Kinds of Liberty Bonds Out- 
standing.

T has been figured out that more 
complicated than any other feature 
connected with. the Liberty loan 
bonds Is that of the conversion priv- 
lege. The three bond issues present, a 
number of complications which. call for 
careful study of the qualifications of the 
various issues. In effect there are or 
will be six different kinds of Liberty 
bonds outstanding when the present issue 
is finally floated and the various conver- 
sions arranged. An eastern authority 
presents the matter as follows: . 

“ First, there are the 3%, the first Lib- 
erty loan, issued June 15, 1917, maturing 
June 15, 1947, but redeemable on or after 
June 15, 1982; that is, they are fifteen 
to thirty year bonds, with interest pay- 
ments on June 15 and Dec. 15. They are 
exempt from all taxes except or in- 
heritance taxes, and are convertible into 
any higher rate bonds issued during the 
war [except short term five year loans] 
within six months from date of the issue 
of such higher rate bonds. 


. . 
“ Second, there are the first 4s; that is, 
the 3%s converted into 4s. While their 
issue date was Nov, 15, 1917, they have 


date of maturity as the 3%s, and are re- 
deemable in similar manner. They are 
exempt from the normal income tax, 
bui are subject to super tax and excess 
profits tax on incomes and earnings, 
except the income from holdings of $5,000 
bonds. They are convertible into the 
new 4% per cent bonds, if application is 
made before Nov. 9, 1918, If converted 
into the 4%s they retain the same dates 
of maturity, redemption, and interest 
payments, but In other respects assume 
the status of the new iasue. 

“Third, the second 4s are the 
originating with the second Liberty loan. 
Their maturity takes place Nov. 15, 
1942, . but they are redeemable at the 
government's option on or after Nov. 15, 
1927. That is, they are ten to twenty- 
five year bonds. Their coupon dates are 
May 15 and Nov. 15. Tax exemption 
features and convertibility into the new 
4% per cent bonds are the same as the 
first Liberty 4s.

“There will be three kinds of 4%s out- 
standing. They may be designated as 


follows: 

“ First of the 8% or 
first 4s into 44s. Date of issue will 
May 9, 1918, and maturity June . 
1947. Redemption will be on or after 
June 16, 1932. Coupon dates are June 
15 and Dea. 15. Their tax exemption 
feature is the same as the 4a, and in ad- 
dition they may be used for paying the 
federal inheritance tax. They are not 
convertible into any future issues. In 
other words, they become fifteen to thirty 
year 4% per cent bonds. 

“ Second 4%s—Conversion of the second 
4s into the 44s. Dated May 9, 1918, they 
mature Nov. 45, 1942, with redemption, at 
the government’s option, on or after Nov. 
15, 1927--that is, they become ten to 
twenty-five 4% per cent bonds. 
Their coupon dates are May 15 and Nov.

As a way of turning the difficulty sev- 
eral state commissions are proposing 
a “cost plus” plan of operation, and 
investors grasp at the idea as a drown- 
ing man at straws. It seems to offer 
a refuge from the present menace to 
investments, but it may be asked wheth- 
er the refuge would be secure. 

It is said in favor of the plan that 
it would check unreasonable demands by 
the public for costly improvements .in 
service and would tend to reduce awards 
made by juries in damage suits. The 
objection is that all incentive to the ex- 
ercise of ingenuity on the part of oper- 
ating official and directors would be re- 
moved. They would grant almost any 
dewand made of them with the inevita- 
ble result that operating costs would 
increase faster than ever. As a small 
profit would be assured no matter how 
extravagantly the property was oper- 
ated and as no amount of care and econ- 
omy could increase that profit why use 
care and economy? 

The “ cost plus” system may be desir- 
able in an emergency, but for permanent 
use it is economically vicious and would 
almost certainly lead to bad results for 
security holders,

Wisconsin-Minnesota Light. 

R. N. B.—The Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Light and Power company earned $1,- 
712,220 gross in 1917 and $896,479 net, 
being an increase of about 30 per cent 
gross and 28 net over 1916. Interest 
charges in 1917 were $298,861 and divi- 
dends on preferred stock $291,200, leav- 
ing a surplus of $306,418. Evidently the 
bonded debt is moderate and the pre- 
ferred dividend was covered a little 
more than twice. The report for the 
twelve months ended Feh. 28 shows a 
sharp falling off in the rate of increase 
in net, indicating a much narrower mar- 
gin of safety for the dividend in Jan- 
vary and February. As separate figures 
for these months are not issued the 
exact status cannot be given.

Cuban Sugar Situation. 


It is pointed out that alough the su- 
gar harvesting season in Cuba will be 
Over in six weeks, the Cuban bankers 
have not found it necessary to avail 
themselves of the acceptance credit 
placed at their disposal by the syndl- 
cate of American banks and trust com- 
panies. On account of the limited ton- 
nage given over to Cuban shippers, 
the marketing of the present crop will 
be prolonged into next December, and 
until it is completed the sugar owners 
must be financed. 

’ But it appears that Cuban bankers 
have been able to secure requisite 
funds from sources independent of the 
syndicate, and the longer this situation 
continues the smaller will be the 
amount borrowed from the American 
group of bankers as such. It is said 
that in some quarters closely in touch 
with the financial situation in Cuba 


“that the amount the syndicate will be’ 


called upon to provide may be as low 
as $20,000,000, which compares with 
the maximum of $100,000,000 originally 
_fixe? when thé syndicate was formed. 
The syndicate agreement between 
the New York and Cuban banks pro- 
vided that the latter should payy for 
the use of syndicate money, a cost 
that worked out in excess of 8 per 
cent. To avoid this high rate, the 
Cuban institutions have been able to 
borrow in New York, apart from the 
syndicate, at 5% and 6 per cent.

We must not forget about this ex- 
cess of water that the other cereals 
require. They expand by taking up 
water, and if they do not have it they 
cannot expand, so we get crumbly and 
too stiff breads if we try to use them 
without also using more liquid than 
we use for wheat flour. 

Wheat needs to be wet so as to be 
stretched by a stuff like yeast, which 
forms bubbles. It is kneaded a good 
deal to keep those bubbles small. But 
the point is that, whether large or 
small, the protein or sticky stuff of 
wheat flour or wheat, once expanded 
or stretched, does not fall or readily 
contract, 60 we get the light loaf. 

There are foods of a different sort 
that will stretch and hold their 
stretched form.

Therefore we can add

usual gcceptation; that is, such as re- 
tire to their root system in winter. 
Biennials, which require reseeding in 
alternate years, are usually classed 
with perennials. | 

It is assumed that a four inch mulch 
of leaves, straw, or strawy manure was 
spread on the ‘perennial bed about the 
end of November. This should have 


up spindly weak shoots or even rot 
under the mulch. The finer portion 
of the manure may be incorporated 
with the soll, while the rest is thrown 
on the compost heap. If burned the 
ashes of all organic matter should be 
returned to the ground for their potash 
content, which is a valuable fertilizer. 
Especially the strong rooted sorts, 
perennials deplete the soil like all 
garden Plants. For best results, it is 
as necessary to maintain fertility in 
their case as for vegetables. Supply 
ample manure and fork it under in 
autumn or spring. | 

It is always new growth which fur- 
nishes the flowers in herbaceous per- 
ennials. Hence the stocks may be- 
come scattering and unattractive or 
they may, in four or five years, so 
spread as to smother other plants. 
Michaelmas asters, false chamomile, 
false dragonhead, Jacob's ladder, ox- 
eye daisy, perennial phiox, plume 
poppy, the rudbeckias (including golden 
glow),* sacaline, sneezeweed, sneeze- 
wort, soapwort, speedwell, and peren- 
nial sunflowers, are the most promi- 
nent of those most likely to become 
troublesome in this way. If they are 
of long standing, lift them, fertilize 
the soil heavily, preferably wtih decom- 
posed manure, divide and rearrange 
them in smaller groups, and replant in 
the same location if necessary. 
Whether from exhaustion of the 
plants by continued seeding or from de- 
pletion of the soil, many plants will 
have died or look so impoverished as 
to be no longer ornamental. It is ad- 
visable, therefore, to fork up the entire 
border every five years or so, except 
peonies, yellow day lilies, the yuccas, 
and all such bulbous roots as require 
fall planting. Even for these, how- 


lever, the soil must now be well ferti- 


lized, either with manure or a dusting 
of bonemeal raked in, and the ground 
kept loose and free from weeds by 
occasional hoeing. 4s 

In dividing, aim to have several 
young shoots in each clump: Rhizo- 
“matous roots, such as iris, must be di- 
vided into five inch lengths and planted 
several in each clump or group. Where 
the rhizomes are short, as in the case 
of lily of the valley, plantain lily, and 
shooting star, divide them into clumps 
containing eight eyes or pips, without 
unnecessary disturbance of the root 
system and the adhering soil, and plant 
in clumps. as :

Ans.—[1] Probably insufficient drain- 
age in heavy soil. For the worms, add 
a dusting of air slaked or hydrated 
lime after spading and rake it in. Cul- 
tivate frequently. [2] Aster blight, 
which is prevalent around Chicago. 
Dissolve one ounce copper carbonate 
in one pint of ammonia; put a half 
ounce of the solution in a gallon of 
water and use it to spray in the eve- 
ning at the time of branching out— 
about July 1, if sown outside in early 
May. Don't use the same soil for as- 
ters during a period of At least three 
years. [3] Slugs injure the vitality of 
the tree. As a preventive spray with 
lime sulphur and arsenate of lead im- 
nrediately after the blossoms fall—one 
and one-quarter gallons of commercial 
lime sulphur and one pound of pow- 
dered arsenate of lead for two pounds 
arsenate of lead paste], with water to 
make fifty gallons. If they appear af- 
ter the fruit is gathered, spray with 
nicotine sulphate [“ Black Leaf 40"), 
one ounce in eight gallons of water or 
one gallon in 1,000 gallons of water. 

Q.—We shall spray our fruit trees 
on the north shore just before the flow- 
er buds burst and again when most of 
the petals have fallen, using lime sul- 
phur, 1 in 60, at this season. [1] Is 
this proper? [2] Will it be practicable 
to use powdered arsenate of lead in 
the lime sulphur solution, the whole 
acting as both a fungicide and an in- 
secticide?—W. C. F. 

Ans.—[{1] They constitute the first 
two of a proper series of sprayings for 
apples, pears, plums, and cherries, but 
not quite strong enough. [2] Not only 
practicable but necessary in both cases. 
Prepare the spray in any desired quan- 
tity in the following proporitions: One 
and one-quarter gallons of commer- 
cial lime-sulphur, one pound of pow- 
dered arsenate of lead, and water to 
make fifty gallons. Instead of one 
pound of powdered arsenate of ‘lead, 
two pourids of arsenate of lead’ paste 


‘may be used. Agitate the lime-sulphur 


in two-thirds the water first, strain the 
arsenate of lead into it, and add the 
remainder of the water.

If your kitchen is a vast, cavernous 
place with a floor that iti takes a wom- 
an half a day to scrub, by all means 
draw together in part of it the scat- 
tered fittings of this workshop and 
turn the rest into a domestic office with 
a desk to hold account books, trades- 
men’s delivery slips, cook books, the 
recipe file, etc., or into a rest corner 
for the maid with a couch behind a 
screen, a table, a droplight, and a few 
comfortable chairs, and let the girl 
entertain her evening guests here; or 
into a quaintly fitted breakfast alcove 
with high backed settles flanking the 
table—an idea obviously borrowed from 
the rathskeller—where informal meals 
may be handily but picturesquely 
served when there’s no maid in the 
kitchen. This alcove is especially con- 
venient when the children come late 
for luncheon after school. 

Consider the lighting of your kitchen.

Ceiling 
lights can't be relied on to supply 
enough light from the right side for 
the sink, and stove, and cabinet.

Best Choice in Sinks. 

If it can have intelligent and scrupu- 
lous care, a white porcelain or rather 
white enameled steel sink is the first 
choice. If, however, it is to be trusted 
to a procession of maids who will 
roughen the glassy finish with strong 
powders or sandsoaps, a white sink is 
merely a grief. Soapstone doesn’t rust 
like iron, and when properly cleaned is 
as unobjectionable to the touch if not 
to the eye as enamel. 

Proper cleaning means that a scurb- 
bing brush and cleanser is followed 
by thorough wiping with a cloth or a 
sponge to make sure the last stain of 
greasy deposit is rinsed away. Many 
people handle a sink as if it were in- 
deed “a sink of iniquity,” declining to 
touch it with anything but a brush. 
I cannot see why. Cloths may be 
burned or paper towels might be used. 
I use a’ sponge and hang it on a nail 
outside the window in a perpetual bath 
of sunshine. 

Whatever the material, a kitchen 
sink should be large enough to hold a 
small dishpan and a drainer along- 
side. Two drainboards, one on the 
right for stacked soiled dishes, one on 
the left for clean, are indispenable.

Of 
the seductive fillip by which Griffith 
gently ravishes the intelligence and 
makes it the white slave of the emo- 
tions? Of his tender rapines whereby 
your gray matter is ruint and turned 
into the streets a baby blue? There 
is a big Griffith picture at the Olymplo, 
named “Hearts of the World,” in which 
the Sisters Gish dominate a war which 
heretofore, I thought, belonged exclu- 
sively to Miss Carolyn Wilson. Much 
g00 is spread upon the troubled 
West Front in this animated por 
trait, which, probably, is as it should 
be; yet when I yearned to see 
more of the Rainbow division or the 
Ladies of Hell in action, much that 
I got was close-ups of a Gish, smiling, 
pouting, frowning, holding a tame 
goose, smothered in leafy bowers, 
chastely flirting with the slender hero, 
and suffering not ignobly under the 
developing fluid. 

A good he-picture, “Hearts of the 
World,” leaving you Iimp; but what I 
started to tell about was the “ Griffith 
touch.” Dead mother in a cellar sur- 
rounded by three children, ten, seven, 
and four years of age.

There are some wonderful pictures 
in “Hearts of the World.” Of course 
you recall in “ The Birth of a Nation” 
the dash of the Ku-Klux across a red 
horizon, the little black puppet pro- 
files against a vengeful, igneous 
background. In “Hearts of the 
World” the French cavalry do that, 
except that the base is purple, not 
crimson, and that there is not nearly 
enough of it. You just begin to be 
fascinated by it when a Gish appears, 
registering the various facial mes 
sages. One thing I shall say for the 
minor or Dorothy Gish, the gamine of 


that many, many persons in the next 
few months wil) remark, as they shift 
their tolu from the bicuspids to the 
molara, “ Ain’t she cute!”

WONDER if I might make a sug- 
gestion to the unselfish men who 
are going about the theaters speak- 
ing for the third Liberty loan?

He is fighting the 
weak play-goers’ longing for drink, 
conversation, or cigaret between the 
acts, and if he doesn’t beat those 
friendly enemies he loses. I admire

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THE ZODIACAL LIGHT. 
N warm evenings in May and 
June every .arc light is sur 
rounded by a fitting swarm of 
insects. They fiy round and 
round the glass, dart out into the black 
shadows, and back into the glare in a 
whirl of riotous motion. On nights 
when they are unusually numerous 
their wings make a bright halo about 
the globe, and from a distance the light 
appears as though shining through a 


}|} shimmering mist. 


The faint glow known as the zodiacal 
light is explained in a similar way. 
There is a great deal of meteoric dust 
and small grains of rock revolving free 
in the solar system. Near the sun, 
where it is densest, it sometimes ob-

The zodiacal light is not a continuous 
sheet of dust like Saturn’s ring, but 
rather a myriad of little swarms, each 
moving in an elongated orbit about 
the sun. . 

Beyond the earth these dust clouds 
are few and scattered, and are visible 
only in unusual conditions, but near 
the sun, where their orbits converge, 
they shine steadily with a pale, neb- 
ulous glow.

On dark nights in spring the zodiacal 
light can be seen standing like a great 
pyramid in the west.

On high mountains in 
the tropics where the air is clear it is 
the most conspicuous feature in the 
sky, occasionally stretching across the 
heavens from horizon to horizon. - 

In watching for the zodiacal ifent 
small clouds in the west often prove 
a great aid. Clouds are always brighter 
than the night sky and appear white 
against it, but when the zodiacal light 
is shining behind them they always ap-

‘She impression prevails that the very ardor and 
au@aeity of the attempt, combined with its sim- 
plicity and plausibility, did make the German 
authorities apprehensive for a moment.

it was real or not, it was brief. The rally was 
quick and the result to the propagandists decisive.

Where so much value is placed upon the inher- 
ent power of an idea, upon the compelling virtues 
of words, there is bound to be a miinimizing of the 
value of actual force.’ That is why the policy of 
propaganda in the United States is viewed with ap 
prehension by many Americansewho try to con- 
sider the future of their nation rationally. 

We ‘cannot believe in the power of words to 
avoid realities. We do not believe that the pure 
national purpose will enforce itself or will inevit- 
ably command respect or safety for itself. And 
yet, whenever there is found a devoted proponent 


opponent of the fact that words may be valueless 
without adequate force to sustain them. 
It is almost inevitably found that:an altruistic 


of words so abhors the force which may have to 
put. words in form, give them reality, make them 
stand, and afford their security that any measures 
for repressing force, diminishing it, and avoiding 
it have instant support. 

That is why the cult of propaganda is dreaded 
by rationalists. It is not because there is no real 
value in it. It is because it is assumed to be the 
only real value, the only great_power and the one 
which makes al] other force unnecessary. 

Such enthusiasms are dominant in American 
policy and by their insistence upon infallibility they 
cause many Americans to dread the consequences.

There are thousands tn this country 
who ought to be In the military service, 
and their obligations are just as great 
and they could serve at less personal 
gacrifice to the best interest of the na- 
tion than thousands who are being con- 
scripted under tlie present draft limfta- 
tions. It would be in the line of natural 
economy to take those who have the least 
potentiality to become husbands and 
parents than it is to take those who are 
of the ages between 21 and 31 who, ac 
cording to the best evidence, are more 
likely to assume marriage duties. : 

Another reason why men of the former . 
age should be conscripted is there are 
thousands who are practical workers on 
the farms and in essential industries 
who have volunteered or have been con- 
scripted into the military service, while 
there are thousands of others engaged in 
nonessential employment, but they are 
just over the draft age and are genuine 
slackers, for they are congratulating 
themselves that they are “two or three 
days over the draft age.”

LL IS VANITY, quoth the son of David, inineiiiale 
the truth for popular consumption, as became a 
wise preacher who knew that vanity is all. For 
man alone of animals plays the ape to his dreams. That 
a dog dreams vehemently is matter of public knowledge: 
it is perfectly possible that in his more ecstatic visions he 
usurps the shape of his master, and visits Elysian pan- 
tries in human form: with awakening, he observes that in 
point of fact he is a dog, and as a rational animal makes, 
the best of his canineship. But with man the case is 
otherwise, in that when logic leads to any humiliating 
conclusion the sole effect is to discredit logic. 

So has man’s indomitable vanity made a harem of his 
instincts, and walled off a seraglio wherein to beget the 
virtues and refinements and all ennobling factors in man’s 
long progress from gorillaship. As has been suggested, 


creative literature would seem to spring quite simply from |/ 


the instinct of any hurt animal to seek revenge—and “to 
get even,” as the phrase runs, in the field of imagination 


when such revenge was not feasible in any other arena. || 


Then, too, it is an instinct common to brute crea- 
tures that the breeding or even the potential mother must 
not be bitten—upon which modest basis a little by a little 
mankind builded the fair code domnei, or woman-worship, 
which yet does yeoman service among legislators toward 
keeping half our citizens “out of the mire of politics.” 
From the shuddering dread that beats manifest toward 
uncomprehended forces, such as wind and thunder and 


tall waves, man developed religion, and a consoling assur- | 


ance of divine paternity. And when you come to judge 
what he made of sexual desire, appraising the deed in 
view as against the wondrous overture of courtship and 
that infinity of high achievements which time has seen 
performed as grace-notes, words fail before his egregious 


thaumaturgy. For there really seéms to be no limit fixed | 


to the conjurations of human vanity. 

And these aspiring notions blended a great while since 
into what may be termed the chivalrous attitude toward 
life. Thus it is that romance, the real demiurge, the first 
and loveliest daughter of human vanity, contrives al] those 
dynamic illusions which are used to further the ultimate 
ends of romance. The corner stone of chivalry I take to 
be the idea of vicarship—for the chivalrous person is, in 
his own eyes at least, the child of God and goes about this 
world as his Father’s representative in an alien country. 
It was very adroitly to human pride, through an assump- 
tion of man’s personal responsibility in his tiniest action, 
that chivalry made its appeal and exhorted every man 
to keep faith, not merely with the arbitrary will of a 
strong god but with himself. There is no cause for won- 
der that the appeal was frresistible when to each man it 
thus admitted that he himself was the one thing serfously 
to be considered. So man became a chivalrous animal; and 
about this flattering notion of divine vicarship builded his 
élaborate medieval code, to which, in essentials, @ great 
number of persons adhere even nowadays. Questionless, 
however, the chivalrous attitude does not very happily fit 
in with modern conditions, whereby the self-elected obliga- 
tions of the knight errant toward repressing evil are (in 
theory at all events) more efficaciously discharged by an 
organized police and a jury system.

But if, in spite of everything, there are those stubborn 
enough to think they are really making a sacrifice, even 
they cannot sneak out of subscribing and ever hope to 
justify themselves.

What is gained in advance and what never could cost too 
dearly, is victory and peace, the recapture of invadéd soil, 
restored ruins, the return to their own country of those 
banished by war, the end of this horrible harvest of men, 
and a return to the harvest of grain; a return to work no 
longer bloody, the sun, fruit trees no longer cut down, clock 
towers rebuilt, fires extinguished, sweetness, freedom, and 
liberty. Ah! Who if he once conjures to himself these 
happy Images could keep in his clenched hand the key to 
his reserve wealth unused from prudence and ¢goism? 
What avaricious soul could say to himself, “I could do my 
‘part, even though it is small, to add to the public store- 
house, but I am not going to. No one else will ever know 
it, but I shall know it, I shall always know it. When some 
one with brotherly certainty shall ask of me: ‘ You sub- 
scribed? ’ I shall be forced either to tell the shameful truth, 
to dissimulate, or, even worse, to lie outright.” 


The very fact that there is no pressure brought to bear 
makes it impossible for any one to evade this direct and 
voluntary contribution. From the moment that it became 
a question of securing liberty, we are no longer free to act 
according to our own choice Our very existence, our life 
and our triumph act as luminous guides which point the 
way and which we are forced to follow. With these cara- 
vans of subseribers and the loyalty of the citizens now 
being so universally shown, the loan will march: grandly 
on to that still invisible star, the star of deliveranca,

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| HALL England forcibly conscript the men of Ireland? 
This is.the question which agitates the minds of the 
many millions of Erin’s sons and daughters scattered 
throughout the civilized world. To the question the answer 
of Ireland, given in no uncertain tone, is an emphatic 


“Nol” Why, it may be asked, do the people of Ireland 
object to a measure which has been found necessary in all 
the warring nations?’ To this query Ireland's spokesmen 
return numerous answers. 

Irishmen assert that no portion of the British empire 
responded more generously or more gallantly to liberty’s 
call In the first year of the war than did the Emerald Isle; 
‘that more than 200,000 soldiers have gone from Ireland 
to the front; that an even greater number of Irish resi- 
dents of Great Britain have done likewise, and that, in- 
cluding enlistments in the British dominions, the total of 
Irish soldiers in the British armies amounted to fully 
500,000 men. Then it was that Sir Edward Grey described 
Ireland as “ the one bright spot in the empire.” 

It is pointed out that if America were to supply as large 
a percentage of her population as Ireland has done, the 
United States army would number more than 6,000,000 
men. Ireland’s representatives further point out that, due 
to long continued emigration, Ireland has a smaller pro 
portion of men of military age than any other country in 
Europe. It is also asserted’ that the recruiting authorities 
in Ireland placed every obstacle within their reach in the 
way of voluntary enlistments by Irish Nationalists. In 
support of this assertion they cite the statement ef the 


ties * of the authorities had cost the allies many thousands 
‘of Irish recruits. They afd the testimony of Sir Hedley 
Le Bas, sent to Ireland by the war office in order to stimu- 
| late recruiting, that he was told by prominent members of 
‘the Kildare Street club, Dublin—the chief Unionist center— 
that they “did not wish to have too many Nationalists in 
the army.” 
s ¢ 
N explanation of thelr apparent failure to do their fun 
part in stemming the German onslaught on civilization 
Irishmen cite these facts: More than forty years’ 
| agitation culminated in the enactment by the British parlia- 
| mient, at the outbreak of the war, of a measure of self- 
government for Ireland. This act was suspended for the 
period of q@ year, at the behest of a small minority in the 
northeast corner of the island. 

Some ten months later Sir Edward Carson, who sought 
and obtained arms and ammunition from Germany for use 
in bis threatened rebellion against English law in Ireland, 
was rewarded with a place of honor in the British cabinet. 
Disappointment at the delayed home rule now became re- 
sentment. Further repeated postponements accentuated 
this, the third postponement being followed almost imme- 
diately by the Easter week outbreak in Dublin. 


The executions, the murders—seven proven to the satis- 
faction of juries—the brutal methods of repression adopted 
“to stamp out rebellion for all time,” as Gen. Maxwell 
phrased it, transformed disappointment and resentment 
into exasperation. A single instance of these methods will 
suffice. More than 6,000 peaceable men and women were 
dragged.from their homes—in many instances from their 
beds—transported to England, and there detained for 
from @ couple of weeks to six months, until their entire 
innocence had been completely established. 

Fearing the temper of Ireland, Britain resorted to her 
traditional. policy of compromise. Lioyd George was com- 
missioned by the government to endeavor to arrange @ 
temporary settlement of the Irish difficulty, as an “ emer 
gency war measure.”

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S it any wonder, Irishmen ask, that the people became 
convinced that England had tricked them once again; 
that she never meant to grant Ireland ‘self-govVern- 
ment; that all her professions of soli¢itude for small. na- 
tionalities were the merest hypocrisy? They point to the 
fact that in four successive elections following these con- 
tinued betrayals the home rule party met four defeats at 

the hands of Sinn Fein adherents. Th se were the first . 

reversals in these districts sustained by the constiteiional 
party {in more than forty years. They are explained’ as 
being in the nature of a silent protest in the secrecy of 
the ballot against all English rule in Ireland 

Finally, Ireland has always maintained that God and 
nature have constituted her & separate nation from 
England. They declare that Ireland was the home of 
learning and sanctity, known to the Romans as “Island 
of Saints and Scholars” when England was a country of 
naked, painted savages. They cite the testimony of 
European scholars, French, German, Danish, Russian, even 
English, to prove that, following the fall of the Roman 
empire, holy Ireland saved civilization and Christianity 
alike from the Huns of that day. a 

They further assert that even England recognizes Ire-. 
land as a separate entity. They point to the official desig, 
nation, “ United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,” 
as proof that Ireland is not merged in Britain as are 
Scotland and Wales, And, further, they show. that. oe 
great Liberal party, for more than thirty years past has 
conceded Ireland’s right to control her own affairs—a 
conferred by the British parliament, but withheld by x. 
British government for more than three and a half years. 

Ireland holds that no nation has a right to conscript 
another nation; that England is not morally justified in 
imposing upon Ireland a measure which she has not and 
dare not attempt to impose upon any of her self-governing 
dominions. That Ireland is not yet self-governing must be 
placed at the door of England, not Ireland, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, ahi South Africa each have assested 
the right to impose or withhold conscription as seems in | 
the judgment of their people prudent or expedient,

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Picking the Right 
Shock Absorber 
No Easy Matter 


BY HIGH SPEED. 

HE average motor car owner has 
little conception of the extremely 
important r6le that is played by’ 
the —— absorbers with which 

his vehicle ig equipped. 

One of the real problems in design 
with which engineers have struggied 
from the very beginning of the indus- 
try is the question of obtaining satis- 
factory spring suspension. To recon- 
cile the conflicting interests of obtain- 
ing adequate support for the load, with 
ease of riding for the passengers, has 
proved a difficult task. 

There are other contributing 
to the problem; for instance, the neces- 
sity for checking the upward throw 
of the body after the car has passed 
over an obstacle or depression and the 
necessity for eliminating sidesway. 

After years of experiment with differ- 
ent types of epring suspensions, it was 
discovered that some auxiliary device, 
some outside influence to supplement 
the action of the springs Was neces- 
sary.
